Affirmative Action 
Needs to be Attacked

In offices and across coffee tables, in 
corridors and in secret sessions, it is 
common to hear faculty members lament 
the Affirmative Action Program and 
wonder how best to subvert it. But the 
proposed Affirmative Action Program 
does not need to be subverted. It needs to 
be attacked-attacked openly and 
violently. 

From its boastful name to its brutal 
disregard of the new pariah—the white 
male—it reflects everything extreme and 
ruthless in American society. Not only 
does the name have that peculiar vein of 
vulgar self-congratulation so characteristic 
of American good deeds, like other 
boastful titles, it is calculated to 
neutralized opposition. For who wishes 
to be against “wars on poverty,” “‘peace 
corps,” “united crusades” and above all 
“affirmative action.” To be against the 
last, { suppose, is to be for “negative 
reaction.” It is a subtle form of moral 
blackmail but, to our shame, it works. 

One hears white male faculty talk 
about “Affirmative Action” as if it were a 
moral crusade. Such moral zeal would be 
more becoming in them were they white 
male graduate students instead of tenured 
and comfortably employed white male 


faculty. Such pronouncements are 
reminiscent of the moral flatulence of 
Lyndon B. !. hnson and Richard Nixon, 


uttered from the confort of the White 
House of course, about the morality of 
sacrificing American men in a “just war.” 
Such remarks are vulgar and indecent, 
fundamentally and shamelessly 
insensitive. Moral positions are only 
moral stands when they impose sacrifices 
on those taking them. To speak of the 
need to take a moral stand when another 
is being sacrificed is to be both fatuous 
and hypocritical. Such blind pomposities 
dramatize the flaw in the American 
mind-set-in the name of “progress,” 
ignore the victim 


INVISIBLE CASUALTIES 


I have yet to hear lamentations and 
remorse for the victims of these 
outrageous proposals. But that is not the 
American way. In our’ impetuous 
reformest zeal we have always created 
invisible casualties—invisible because we 
lack the will and the courage to examiine 
the suffering human context. We gaze 
instead at abstractions—‘Sustice,” 
“progress,” ‘“‘retribution.” But this 
program, for all its pieties, is neither just, 
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nor progressive, nor retributive: it does 
not oppress the oppresser, it merely 
creates a new oppressed and outcast 
group-the young white male. 

We are witnessing at close quarter the 
peculiar abberation of the American crisis 
mind-set. We are a reactive nation, a 
nation which responds to pressure instead 
of anticipating its build-up in order to 
forestall it. We discover problems late in 
the day, and in our impatience to 
alleviate our guilt, to resolve crises neatly 
and summarily, we villainize and crucify 
the opposition; we crush the human and 
ecological landscape; we _ destroy 
everything that stands in the way of that 
driving goal that in our heart of hearts we 
know is good. Do we need homes? Build 
them hurriedly on fertile unrecoverable 
farmlands in huge unplanned suburban 
sprawls that create nightmare ecological 
disasters. Do we _ need __ increased 
productivity? To the dung heap with 
those tired decrepits over 50. Do we need 
rectification of unequal racial and sexual 
employment in colleges? To the gas 
stations with white male graduates? 


IMBALANCES 


In our rage to redress wrong, we are 
confusing the rectification of old injuries 
with the dispensation of new justice 
Clearly the cultural biases that favor 
whites over minorities, men over women, 
need modifying. Clearly the imbalances in 
employment opportunity caused by these 
biases need to be corrected. But clearly 
justice requires that the punishment for 
the crime be commensurate with the 
crime; that the punishment fail on he 
who has benefited from the wrong, not 
on he who is an innocent bystander 
What, one asks, is the crime of these 
young white males? That they were born 
white and male? It is a grievous fault, | 
grant you, what with the prevalent 
maiming maie mythologies, but is it so 
heinous as to cut them off from their 
future? 

is the future so dark and crowded that 
the candle that lights one person’s future 
must inevitably burn the flesh of 
another? Is the banquet so small that the 
satisfaction of one person’s appetite 
means another’s hunger? Must one 
group’s oppression be relieved only by 
oppressing another? And in this case, by 


virtue of their youth, a relatively 
innocent group? 

If we are going to adopt a 
“villain-victim” model of society, the 


“real” victims are the mothers of these 
young men; and the “‘real”’ villains, those 
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middle-aged white faculty and 
administrators who are comfortably 
employed by virtue of the “exclusion” of 
their wives. 

The sins of the father are, indeed, 
visited on the sons. For the simple reason 
that the fathers are still in power when 
the time of reckoning comes, and insure 


that their sins are redressed at the 
expense of other men’s sons. The 
Program is a _ biatant example of 


hand-washing expiatiation in the blood of 
innocents. Heaven help us from such 
righteous men. 

If justice is 50% women and 25% 
minority, then let us dispense justice. 
Immediately. Let us immediately fill all 
new positions at this just ratio and let us 
replace all old retiring faculty with older 
women and minorities. Let us, indeed, be 
just. 


“FALSE MOTHER” 


What we are witnessing in this Program 
is not justice but vengeance masquerading 
as justice. As in the story of wise 
Solomon we have a case of the “false 
mother.” Equity, she thought, demanded 
half a child and she would have half 
though she slaughter the young infant in 
the process. The true mother would have 
none of such rationalistic equity. Her love 
was for the whole child. Where, today, 
are the true mothers of the whole student 
body? Why have they not risen to protest 
this outrage? 

Must we destroy half a_ student 
population in the name of equity? If so, 
let us be done with donning robes of 
moral piety, with mournful downcast 
eyes, and crusading self-deceiving armor. 
Let us acknowledge our self-interest and 
self-congratulation and fall upon the 
innocents with the frenzy of Herod. Let 
us acknowledge our selfish hypocrisy. For 
by our support of this Program we ease 
the pressure on our own positions and 
expiate our guilt at no cost to ourself. 

There are other ways to expiate gwilt. 
As an act of solidarity with those white 
young men to be sacrificed on the altar of 
“progress,” I suggest that all faculty 
members supportive of Affirmative 
Action as it now stands teach 3/4 time 
and donate 1/4 time to a pool for white 
male applicants. Or if they choose merely 
to hurry the utopia, let them donate their 
1/4 time to a pool to hire women; for by 
speeding the day of equity, they shorten 


the period of masculine 
excommunication. | further believe that 
all white male siministrators favoring 
“Affirmative Action” ought to flip a 


coin. Those coming up tails ought to take 
a tailspin off their jobs and create an 
opening for a woman. Then we would be 
able to tell those men whose “honor”’ is 
bought with other men’s blood from 
those whose honor is bought with their 
own. Then we could tell who were the 
“real” radicals, the “real’’ believers in “all 
deliberate speed,”” in equity now, from 
those who secretly harbor liberal hearts, 
who are mere gradualists. We could then 
distinguish those “reai’’ men, those moral 
giants who prove their strength by taking 
“really” extreme measures, from

wishy-washy moderates. We would then 
know the “true” zealots for the “right,” 
the “real activists,” from those paralyzed 
intellectuals who refuse to believe that 
past injustices are rectified by 
perpetrating and ignoring new ones. Once 
and for all we could tell the serious man 
from the merely sanctimonious 
pretender. 

I think the following issue ought to be 
put to a vote: “All faculty in departments 
supporting the Affirmative Action 
Program will teach 3/4 time. All male 
administrators who support it will 
resign.”’ I think it’s time that “real” 
radicals have an opportunity to prove 
their solidarity with their suffering 
brothers and struggling good sisters. I 
think it’s time to put our money where 
our mouth is. If we are asking young 
white men to lower their expectations 
and pump gas, then I think we too should 
lower ours. 

When and if this matter of sacrificing 
1/4 time to prove solidarity with all the 
oppressed peoples is brought to a faculty 
vote, I will cast an affirmative vote. And I 
will even permit three members of the 
Women’s Caucus (dressed as Good Fairy 
Godmother’s this time) to see my 
affirmative ballot, and if it takes 5 years 
of 3/4 time, or !0 years of 3/4 time so be 
it. “Progress’’ must be served. But not at 
the exclusive expense of young white 
males. 


DISEQUILIBRIUM 


The issue is not equal ratios for women 
and minority groups; nor is it the hiring 
of the marginally qualified, though this is 
a serious and grave danger. What is at 
issue, what I! protest, is the virtual 
moratorium on the hiring of white males 
for an indefinite time. In the English 
Department, for ex@fple, the year of 
return is 1986. The harm this extreme 
exclusion will cause is staggering. Should 
this program sweep across the country (as 
it will; and as it should in modified form), 
it would seal the future of three of the 
finest students I have ever had. It would 
destroy the hope, and therefore, the 
desire of half a generation of white males. 
It would not educate young white men 
but embitter them, and, in doing so, 
alienate them from authentic radical 
reform. It would create a continuing 
disequilibrium for years between young 
and old faculty, with the young being 
female and minority, and the old white 
and male 


LACKS RESTRAINT 


This Program lacks restraint. It is 
extreme in the worst sense of that word, 
for it has no feeling for limits. There are 
limits to human generosity, limits to the 
sins of the father that can be visited with 
impunity on the sons; limits to the ability 
of people’s futures to be blighted without 
embitterment; limits to the speed with 
which people can create new life 
aspirations once cherished life goals have 
been smashed. This Program takes 
account of nothing.

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Guns oncampus 


The Unresolved Issue

On Thursday, November 18, 
1971, an accident took place in 
a psychology class on the SSC 
campus. While shifting in his seat 
to respond to a question, 4 
Student, who was also a 
Narcotics Squad officer for the 
Sacramento Police Department, 
not in uniform, accidentally 
discharged a concealed weapon 
he was carrying. Although the 
bullet struck three people, 
nobody was injured nor was 
there any property damage 

The incident provoked 
concern on the SSC campus 
relative to the possibilities of the 
recurrence of such accidents and 
the potential dangers involved in 
having peace officers who are 
Students carrying weapons on 
the campus. Questions were also 
raised about the applicability of 
disciplinary action for students 
who are peace officers in or out 
of uniform, on or off duty, and 
who carry concealed or 
unconcealed weapons on the 
campus. Conflicting regulations 
put law enforcement officers 
registered as students in a 
position where they should, as 
students, be subject to College 
disciplinary action if they did 
not. 


TITLE 5 


Section 41301 of Title 5, the 
California Administrative Code, 
provides that “Following 
procedures consonant with due 
process established by the state 
college of which he is a student, 
any student of a state college 
may be expelled, suspended, 
placed on probation or given a 
lesser sanction . ; a) 
Knowing possession or use of 
explosives, dangerous chemicals 
or deadly weapons on state 
college property or at a state 
college function without prior 
authorization of the state college 
president.” 

In view of the seriousness of 
the situation President Bernard 
L. Hyink brought the matter to 
the attention of the President’s 
Cabinet indicating that he would 
prefer to apply the rule 
prohibiting the bringing of 
weapons to the campus equally 
to all students. The Cubinet 
shared the faculty and student 
concerns over the dangers of 
having a large number of peace 
officers bringing weapons to 
campus classrooms in their role 
as students and passed the 
following resoluticn: 

‘*.. .The College opposes the 
bringing of firearms to the 
campus by off-duty law 


enforcement officers; further it 
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is assumed that law enforcement 
officers attending classes are off 
duty; and that President Bernard 
L. Hyink take up this matter 
with the Council of California 


State College Presidents and 
make an effort, through the 
Sacramento County Board of 


Supervisors and the Sacramento 
City Council, to obtain a change 
in existing regulations which 
requires the carrying of weapons 
at all times.” 


RESOLUTIONS 


Identical resolutions opposing 
the carrying of firearms on 
campus by off-duty law 
enforcement officers who are 
students, recommending that the 
administration take every course 
of action to resolve the problem, 


and supporting the President's 
position were passed by the 
Faculty Senate, the Student 


Senate, and the Staff Council 
The resolution stated 

“...@ person on this campus 
as a Student shouid not be armed 
with a deadly weapon.” The 
students’ **. . occupation should 
not give them special status 
while they are on campus as 
students.” “‘It is our very strong 
feeling that students carrying 
weapons constitute a_ threat 
socially, psychologically, 
moraliy and physically to our 
well being.”’ ‘“‘We recommend to 
the President...that all and 
every step and course of action 
be pursued immediately with 
local law enforcement, with the 
Chancellor, with the Trustees 
and with the State legislature if 
necessary to resolve this 
problem.” 


ALUMNI 


rhe Sacramento State College 
Alumni Association passed the 
following resolution 

“The SSC Alumni Association 
hereby expresses its concern for 
and disapproval of off-duty 
officers carrying weapons on 
campus when enrolled as 
students at SSC.” 

In attempting to resolve this 
problem, an opinion was sought 
from the Vice Chancellor and 
General Counsel of the 
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California State Colleges. An 
opinion cited Article XI, Section 
7, of the California Constitution 
which states: “‘A county or city 
may make and enforce within its 
limits all local police, sanitary, 
and other ordinances and 
regulations not in conflict with 
general laws.” 

A 1962 
California 


opinion of the 
Attorney General 
construed Article XI, Section 
11, as authorizing local law 
enforcement authorities to 
enforce the law on state 
property, hence on State College 
campuses 

Both the Sacramerto County 
Sheriff's Department and the 
Sacramento City Police 
Department have adopted 
regulations that their peace 
officers carry a firearm whether 
on or off cuty. Both the Sheriff 
and the Chief of Police are duly 
authorized appointing 
authorities and may establish 
regulations 
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Vice Chancellor and General 
Counsel Norman L. Epstein has 
held that: ‘‘A requirement by his 
appointing authority that a 
peace officer carry a firearm, 
whether on duty of off is a 
regulation within the meaning of 
that term as used in Article XI, 


Section 7 of the California 
Constitution As such, an 
administrative regulation 


adopted by the Trustees of the 
California State Colleges and 
appearing in Title 5 may not 
infringe upon the constitutional 
mandate, and a California State 
College may not discipline an 
peace officer, whether on or off 


duty, for carrying a firearm 
pursuant to a duly adopted 
regulation of his appointing 


authority.” 
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The following effort has been 
made to accomplish the intent 
of these resolutions: 

1. President Hyink put the 
item on the agenda of the 
January 5-6, 1972, meeting of 
the Council of CSC Presidents. 
The following is a notation from 
the Informal Notes of that 
meeting: “It was agreed, after 
some discussion, that the 
Presidents has no jurisdiction to 
prevent off-duty peace officers 


from carrying weapons when 
assigned to do so by their 
superiors. 
TWO MEETINGS 
2. Two meetings were heid 
with President Hyink, Vice 


President Inabnit, Sheriff Lowe, 
Chief of Police Kinney, and 
Chief of Security Sivil—one in 
late December, the last on the 
25th of February. Copies of the 
resolutions were provided to 
these officials and alternatives to 
bringing guns to the classroom 
were explored. Both agencies 
were aware of their legai rights 
and found cogent reasons for 
their regulations. Neither would 
modify their regulations and 
both were unwilling to issue a 
public statement concerning 
their positions. 

3. Contacts were made with 
the Sacramento County Board 
of Supervisors and the 
Sacramento City Council and 
both groups indicated that they 
did not exercise approval or 
review powers over regulations 
promulgated by the County 


Sheriff’s Office of the 
Sacramento City Police 
Department 


4. The President’s Cabinet at 
its meeting of March 6, 1972, 
recommended that copies of all 
resolutions and background 
material be provided to State 
Senators Rodda and Short, with 
a request that they review the 
matter and that they support 
legislative action to ban off-duty 
law enforcement officers from 
carrying guns on campus. This 
has been done. 


5. On March 8, 1972, the 
Faculty Senate asked the 
Student Affairs Committee to

Hornets prep for relays

Coach Stan Wright’s Hornet 
tracksters are hard at work in 
preparation for the Sacramento 
Relays this coming weekend. 
The Hornets will be going into 
the Relays action fresh off a 
bitter and sweet Easter vacation. 

The bitter and sweet came in 
reverse order for the Hornets as 
the Sac-Staters came out on top 
at the Santa Barbara Relays, 
copping nine first-place watches 
and the team trophy for top 
college division team honors. 
However, a week later the 
Hornets suffered a cold wet 
defeat at the University of 
Oregon as they managed to win 
only one event at the Oregon 
invitational. 

In the Santa Barbara action, 
the Hornets compiled 36 points 


to easily outdistance 13 other 
college division teams. 

Ralph Ligons, Cookie 
Bowens, Adrian Rogers and 
Roger McGill started the Hornet 
blitz with a school 
record-breaking and meet 


record-tying run in the 880-yard 
relay. The Hornet foursome 
clocked 1:25.7 to break the old 
Sac-State record of 1:26.3 and 
tie the Santa Barbara Relays 
meet record for college division 
teams. Redlands set the previous 
record in 1962 


Later the same foursome tied 
another meet record in winning 
the 44U-yara reiay in 41 seconds 
flat. Cal Poly San Luis Obispo 


had previously clocked 41.0 in 
1968. 

Sprint flash Ralph Ligons 
completed the day a three-time 
winner as he edged University of 
Southern California sprinter 
Edesel Garrison for first place in 
the 100-yard dash. Ligons won 
the University division event in 
9.7 seconds. 

The final first place finish was 
turned in by javelin artist Mike 
Harriman. Harriman hurled the 
spear 212-3. 

Other fine performances 
turned in by Hornet tracksters 
included a 3:17.3 clocking by 
Sac’s mile relay team. In what 
was probably the most exciting 
college division heat of the day 
Dave Griffith, Robert Parks, 
Farris Dawson, and Cookie 
Bowens ran to a neck-and-neck 
finish with Idaho State. Idaho 
had the longest neck of the two 
as they got the win, however, 
both teams were given the same 
time. 

The distance medley team of 
Jeff Henderson, Roy Vogel, 
Dawson and Parks finished third 


behind Occidental clocking 
10:02.0. The time was ten 
seconds under the record, but 
five seconds slower than the 
winners. 


Other SSC point-getters were 
Tom Ellis, third at 14.8 in the 
120-yards high hurdles, and 
Lisso Harper, second at 22-10% 
in the long jump 

Times weren’t so easy in 
Eugene, Oregon as the Hornets 
fell victim to the University of 
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Oregon thrash. 
Kevin Moore was the only 
Hornet winner as the Sac Staters 


competed with Washington 
University, Portland, Oregen 
College of Education, the 


Oregon Track Club, and U of O 
in the Oregon invitativnal. 

Moore copped honors in the 
triple jump with a leap of 47 
feet 4 inches 

Although Hornet wins were 
limited fine performances were 
many as the Hornets exhibited 
fine competitive strength. 

Al Hearvy of U of ( won both 
the 100 and 200 meter dashes 
but had jto play off strong bids 
from both Ligons and Rogers to 
win the events. Ligons ran 10.5 
over the 100 meters for second 
place while Rogers streaked toa 
21.5 second place clocking in 
the 200 meters. Hearvy clocked 
10.4 and 21.4. 

Bowens, Rogers, McGill and 
Ligons turned in their best effort 
of the year at 40.6 (one-tenth of 
a second off the school record) 
in the 440-yard relay. Also 
turning in hig best time of the 
season was Kevin Furey at 
9:15.2 in the steeplechase (three 
seconds off the school record) 

Even though the Hornets 
didn’t fair so well in the win 
column coach Wright was 
pleased with their efforts and 
praised the team's 
competitiveness 

With so many fine times so 
early in the season, the Hornets 
loom to be the team to beat in 
this weekend’s SAC Relays.

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SSC Gymnasts feel wrath 
of visitors

Even a healthy Verne Wooley 
and Toccoy Dudley’s top effort 
of the year could not save Coach 
Ron Peek’s Sacramento State 
gymnastics squad from feeling 
the wrath of visiting Southern 
California aggregations in the 
high quality March 24 State 
College Championships at the 
Hornet gym. 

Two thousand spectators saw 
defending titlist Cal State 
Fullerton retain their first place 
trophy in outdistancing San 
Fernando Valley State. The 
Titans totaled 155.31 to San 
Fernando's 153.15. The local 
gymaasts captured third place

Why must the cumulative history of 
the world be redressed in 14 years? Why 
can’t it take 20? Or even 30? Why must 
the pulley model of the world triumph 
wherein the rising up of one person’s 
hopes inevitably dash those of another? 
Why can’t a feeling for the common 
victimization of humankind prevail? If 
equity had to be done, why weren’s all 
males excluded? Or are minority males 
not exactly males or male chauvinists? 
Why not hire all women, half of them 
minority, in order to really hurry up 
utopia? Why must reforms occur 
overnight, at someone’s expense? Why is 
it that in the face of angry and impatient 
self-interest by women and minorities, 
white males are called vicious selfish 
reactionaries when they attempt to assert 
their self-interest and protest their 
sacrifice. As always in America, whether 
the sacrificed are black, brown, female or 
white male, the sacrificed are made to 
feel guilty. Thus do Americans ever 
slaughter with a clear conscience. 

I protest because I am not involved 
directly, not about to be sacrificed, not 
self-interested, and therefore cannot be 
made to feel guilty. Therefore, in a 
significant way, I can protest. The claims 
of women and minorities for a just role in 
American society must go on. But it must 
not be bought by the sacrifice of half a 
generation of white male college students. 

Will America never learn that it is 
immoral to use one group as the stepping 
stone of another; never lose her infantile 
and-irony of ironies—‘‘male chauvinist” 
infatuation with cruel decisiveness? Or is 
it possible that the equations intellect 
equals inaction, farsightedness paralysis, 
compassion weakness, and cruel 
decisiveness strength, are not masculine 
mind-sets but American ones? If so, we 
need more than woman’s liberation, we 
need cultural liberation.

As Mother Earth opens her 
womb giving forth the new life 
that is spring, students at the 
University of California at Davis 
Experimental College are 
preparing a celebration in her 
honor.
